4/09/08  Bracken ber  Research  Excavations 

Phase  I  of  the  training  research  excavation  and  geophysics  took  place  during  National  Archaeology  Week.  A 
successful  week  which  was  enjoyed  by  the  volunteers  who  appreciated  the  guidance  and  encouragement  from 
NPA.  The  open  day  attracted  around  30  people  including  Mark  Brennand,  County  Archaeologist  for  Cumbria. 
Accounts  of  the  week  are  in  in  the  Autumn  Newsletter  and  Martin  R  will  report  at  the  AGM.  Martin  J  will  write  a 
short  piece  for  the  local  press. 

A  reguest  for  funding  for  post  excavation  work  e.g.  processing  environmental  samples  and  expert  consultation,  is 
before  Neighbourhood  Forum  and  should  be  considered  at  their  September  meeting.  Richard  to  follow  up 
CWAAS  has  given  a  further  grant  of  £3468.  It  is  proposed  that  Phase  2  will  take  place  during  2009  with  a 
week  of  geophysics  in  the  spring  followed  by  a  second  week’s  evaluation  during  the  two  week  Festival 
of  British  Archaeology  July18th-August  2nd. 

Martin  explained  that  he  would  have  to  re-apply  for  Scheduled  Monument  Consent  and  would  be  reguired  to 
include  a  report  of  the  first  week  and  the  proposals  for  the  second  week  of  excavation.  CBA  had  asked  him  for 
an  evaluation  of  Phase!  Phyllis  had  had  a  message  from  CBA  re  future  insurance  needs  but  they  have  not  yet 
phoned  back.
